Body found 
in burned 
mobile home 
at Spaws Ck.

Authorities are currently investigating the death 
of a person whose body was discovered in the de- 
bris of an early morning mobile home fire east of 
West Liberty on Monday. Though positive identi- 
fication had not been determined at press time 
Wednesday morning, the victim is generally be- 
lieved to be Gary Potter, 42, who was the occupant 
of the residence at 1164 Spaws Creek Road. 

Caney Valley, West Liberty and Hwy. 172/Ped- 
dler Gap firefighters responded to the scene after a 
neighbor notified dispatch of a fire in the residence 
at 5:27 a.m. 

West Liberty Fire Chief John Conley, who is 
also a Caney Valley firefighter, said victim identi- 
fication is pending. 

“The victim was found on the living room couch 
after the fire was put out,” Conley said. “A posi- 
tive identification has not been made. The fire de- 
partments have been on the scene going through 
the debris to conduct a thorough investigation of 
the death and the fire.” 

Fire officials disclosed that the blaze, which 
firefighters extinguished in approximately 30 min- 
utes, originated in the living room of the severely 
damaged home. 

“The fire’s cause is undetermined at this time,”

Conley said. “We do not suspect 
that any foul play was involved 
in this incident, however.” 

Conley noted that the victim 
was pronounced dead at approxi- 
mately 6:50 a.m. by Coroner 
Kenny Perry, who told the Cou- 
rier that the person may have 
been asleep on the living room 
couch when the fire broke out. 

Perry said the body was trans- 
ported to the state medical 
examiner’s office in Frankfort for 
an autopsy and identification, 
which he thought would likely be 
determined by the victim’s den- 
tal records. 

Agencies assisting in the fire 
investigation include the Caney 
Valley, West Liberty and Hwy. 
172/Peddler Gap fire depart- 
ments, the Kentucky Fire 
Marshall’s office and the Ken- 
tucky State Police. 

Conley said fire officials ex- 
tend their sympathy to the 
victim’s family and thank all vol- 
unteers who responded to the call 
and stayed on the scene through- 
out the day to help with the in- 
vestigation.

Convert two 
pronged outlets using an adapter with a ground tab. 

• When working outdoors, use 
only weather-resistant heavy 
gauge extension cords marked 
“for outdoor use.”

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Democratic dysfunction 
dominated budget

FRANKFORT, Ky., April 6 

— As the legislature sent Gov. 
Steve Beshear a pitiful budget 
last week, he and fellow Demo- 
crats who voted for and against 
it agreed that the budget process 
is “dysfunctional.” 

Probably. What is certain is 
dysfunction among Democrats. 
Their wailing vented frustration 
over the fact that the legislature’s 
top Republican is the single most 
influential person on the budget 

— the state’s “value document,” 
as Democratic Rep. Kathy Stein 
of Lexington called it in an un- 
usually instructive floor debate. 

With the help of former and 
perhaps future House Demo- 
cratic leader Greg Stumbo, Re- 
publican Senate President David 
Williams got House Democrats 
to sell their party principles for a 
mess of pottage and pass a bud- 
get that will set the state back — 
and allow Republicans to pre- 
serve for this year’s elections one 
of their few political advantages 
these days: the anti-tax banner. 

That’s an easy banner to wave, 
given Kentuckians’ allergy to 
taxes. Waving the banner that 
says “Taxes are the price we pay 
for civilization,” as Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes put it, is more 
difficult. It takes political 
strength and savvy to make that 
longer, heavier banner fly, and 
Kentucky Democrats have nei- 
ther — except when it comes to 
their individual, self-serving 
skills that abandon the public in- 
terest. 

The Democrats have a gover- 
nor who won in a landslide but 
seems to have little or no influ- 
ence over the General Assembly. 
They have a House leadership 
that was the antithesis of the 
word as it mishandled the 
Governor’s main initiative. They 
have a House budget committee 
chairman, Harry Moberly of 
Richmond, who voted against the 
budget that he spent marathon 
days negotiating. 

Moberly’s vote was under- 
standable. He was reacting to a 
post-negotiation arrangement of 
Williams and Stumbo, the two 
political chess players in a check- 
ers legislature. They used coal- 
severance and tobacco-settle- 
ment revenue, both originally al- 
located for investment in eco- 
nomic development, to give 
House members the fix for the 
addiction they have developed — 
money to take home and show off 
to get re-elected. 

These budget scraps are called 
“projects,” but that’s not the right 
word for appropriations such as 
$25,000 each for offices of three 
elected officials in Breathitt 
County (no strings attached); and 
$15,000 for K-6 students’ foot- 
ball equipment in Bell County. 
Youth sports are one of the most 
popular targets of such spending; 
$400,000 is going to high schools 
in Stumbo ’s Floyd County for 
“Academic and Athletic Program 

— Athletic Teams — Equipment 
and Educational Support.” Such 
obfuscation abounds. For the list,

Sadly, parents in these needy 
counties are more likely to re- 
member such short-term favors 
than the legislature’s failure to 
keep Kentucky’s schools on the 
upward course that is essential 
for the state’s future. Perhaps that 
is because Beshear and other 
Democrats have made their argu- 
ments in Frankfort’s echo cham- 
ber, not in the coalfields and 
county seats. 

In a campaign against a gov- 
ernor doomed to defeat, Beshear 
said new taxes weren’t needed 
and offered casinos as new rev- 
enue source. When post-election 
projections showed the 
legislature’s budgetary irrespon- 
sibility — using hundreds of mil- 
lions in one-time money for con- 
tinuing expenses — had come 
home to roost, Beshear missed 
that and other opportunities to 
hammer home his approach. 

He didn’t even mention ex- 
panded gambling in his State of 
the Commonwealth speech, 
made it an afterthought in his 
budget address, got his constitu- 
tional amendment for casinos to 
the legislature too late — mak- 
ing it more vulnerable to House 
leaders’ fractiousness — and 
botched a special election for the 
state Senate. 

He looked even more feckless 
when House leaders, with his- 
toric gumption, told him they 
were going to raise the cigarette 
tax 25 cents, and he replied by 
calling for 70 cents. Then he criti- 
cized the Senate for not passing 
taxes, which Williams easily dis- 
missed by noting that Beshear 
had proposed a budget without 
them. 

Knowing that major vetoes 
are likely to result in further em- 
barrassing overrides, Beshear 
now talks about calling a special 
legislative session if revenue pro- 
jections drop, as is likely. But a 
constitutional amendment can be 
proposed only at a regular ses- 
sion, next on tap in early 2009. 

With the legislature out of ses- 
sion, Beshear can better use his 
bully pulpit, but it’s not so bully. 
His job-approval rating in Survey 
USA’s automated telephone poll 
of Kentucky adults March 14-16 
was 46 percent, and the disap- 
proval was 48 percent. The error 
margin was plus or minus 4.1 
percentage points. 

Not only did Democrats lack 
leadership for the budget battle, 
they figured that if the legislature 
again failed to pass a budget af- 
ter most of them voted to raise 
taxes, they would get most of the 
blame because their party now 
has a governor as well as the 
House. So far, recapturing the 
governorship appears to have 
done the Democratic cause little 
good.

Bill Clinton 
campaigns in 
Pikeville, Ky. 



PIKEVILLE, Ky., April 4 — 
Signs and stereotypes stood out 
when former President Bill 
Clinton came to Pikeville, Ky., 
the heart of Central Appalachia, 
yesterday in his wife’s presiden- 
tial campaign. 

Reflecting the town’s upcom- 
ing Hillbilly Days festival and 
recent observations that Hillary 
Clinton is relying on a “hillbilly 
firewall” of Appalachian Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky to keep her in the race, one 
supporter held up a sign reading 
“Hillary & Bill Make One Good 
Hillbilly.” 

Clinton pointed out another 
sign: “I’m for the woman,” and 
said “That’s a pretty good one. I 
like that,” Herald-Leader re- 
porter Cassondra Kirby writes. 
“Several in the crowd of more 
than 3,000 — including con- 
struction workers, steelworkers 
and coal miners still in their uni- 
forms — said they will do some- 
thing in this election they never 
thought they would: vote for a 



woman. 

Clinton knew his crowd, as 
Kirby reports: 

Clinton promised that “she 
won’t forget what you look like” 
— she won’t forget the poor and 
the working middle-class. 

When you become president, 
he said, it’s easy to get caught up 
in the job — “to think you are 
somebody.” The president zips 
along in a bulletproof limo, hears 
Hail to the Chief and has an air- 
plane so cool that movies are 
made about it,” Bill Clinton said. 

“But the president is nothing 
more than the most fortunate pub- 
lic servant,” he said. “Hillary 
won’t forget that.” 

Russ Cassady of the daily Ap- 
palachian News-Express in 
Pikeville repored: 

Clinton also touched on a topic 
important to Eastern Kentucky — 
energy — promising that Hillary 
Clinton would make the country 
energy independent with clean 
forms of energy that will create 
jobs here. 

“This is the only strategy that 
will bring jobs to every state, to 
every rural area, to every small 
town, to every suburb and to ev- 
ery city,” Bill Clinton told the 
crowd.

• To remove stains on suede 
shoes, rub the stain with a gum 
eraser and sand the spot lightly 
with an emery board or a fine 
piece of sandpaper to restore the 
nap of the suede.

• To help remove odor from 
smelly shoes, stuff shoes with 
newspaper and let them sit over- 
night. 

• To remove a grease stain 
from a shirt or blouse, use a pa- 
per towel or soft cloth dipped in 
white vinegar to lightly blot the 
stain.

Parcel Return Services 
make returning 
mistakes easy 

Did you order that new shirt 
in sky blue, but get muddy brown 
instead? Ask for size “XL” but 
get “XS” by mistake? 

Chances are that your retailer 
included in the package an easy 
way to send back errors. That’s 
because many retailers large and 
small are using Parcel Return 
Services from the U.S. Postal 
Service. 

Participating merchants in- 
clude a special shipping label or 
easy instructions on how to 
download the label from the 
Internet. Both labels come with 
the postage already paid. Then, 
all you have to do is seal up the 
package, affix the label, and give 
it to the carrier or drop it off at 
the Post Office— no payment is 
required and no hunting all over 
town for an approved drop-off 
point like some other shippers 
require.
